Saturday afternoon at 4 o'clock Judge 


Smith was on the bench in the circuit 
court to hear the argument on the motion 
tor a new trial in the case of the People 
vs. William E. Westbrook, against whom 
the jury had brought in a* verdict ot 
guilty of the murder of William Gross, 
saloon keeper at Blue Mound, fixing the 
penalty at death by hanging. There 
were but tew spectators in the court 
room. 
After the prisoner had been 


brought over from the jail, Judge Smith 
stated that Is was ready to hear the ar- 
gument. 


Attorney L B. Mills arose and stated 


that owing to the brief time allotted, the 
defense had been crowded to look up law 
points that they desired to present to 
the court in support of the motion, and 
that even at that time they were poorly 
prepared to properly present their argu- 
ment to the court. Mr. Mills thought 
that more time should be granted the 
defense in which to prepare for the argu- 
ment, and he would ask for farther time 
if the prosecution seriously objected to a 
to a re-hearing of the case, (at this junc- 
ture State's Attorney Vail spoke up "we 
will most seriously object to a new trial 
in the case," and I. A. Buckingham who 
sat near Mr. Vail, repeated the remark 
with emphasis). After brief reflection 
Judge Smith stated that he would not 
consult his own convenience in the mat 
ter, but would return to Decatur on 
Tuesday morning at 10 o'clock and then 
hear the argument. He directed the de 
fense to file their written reasons why a 
new trial should be granted by nine 
o'clock Monday morning BO that the 
prosecution would know what they wouli 
have to answer. Court then adjournec 
to 3 p. m. to-day. 


The severity of the verdict in this case 


has aroused a great deal ot feeling in a 
parts of the city, and'muoh sympathy ii 
expressed for young Westbrook, whom 
some believe innocent of the crima an' 
others think in a measure justified i 
stabbing the deceased if he really did d 
it. He claims that the fatal wound was 
accidentally inflicted by Gross falling o 
the knife. This theory ot the case th 
jury did not accept. They looked at th 
f 


black-mailing letter, the threats the de- 
fendant had made and the alleged dying 
statement of Grosa who said that West- 
brook had stabbed him. 


The verdict was not only a surprise to 


the defense but also to the prosecution, 
neither Mr. Vail or Mr. Buckingham ex- 
pecting more than a penitentiary sen. 
tence of a few years, while the defense 
who held that the evidence was largely 
of a circumstantial nature, thought that 
the prisoner would be acquitted or at the 
most a disagreement would be reached. 


In less than 30 minutes after receiving 


the instructions the jury had agreed upon 
a verdict. The first vote was unanimous 
for conviction, and the second ballot was 
for inflicting the death penalty, one man 
being weakly in favor ot averdict of man- 
slaughter. All signed the death verdict 
and as soon as the court could be notified 
the verdict was announced, and the jury 
discharged. The jurymen were O. B. 
Seips, Joseph Powell, Adam Seeforth, 
Michael Cavanaugh, William Foose, Ed. 
D. DeHaven, William Armstrong, B. V. 
Harlan, Jesse Hanks, John Shriver, 
William L. Pierce and Henry' Troesche. 


Attorney Mills states that the defense 


is hopeful of securing a new trial, but if 
it is not granted the defendant shall 
never hang on the present verdict, until 
the supreme court has passed on the case, 
no matter if he has to pay the expense of 
taking the case up out of his own pocket. 


SUBPBISE AT BLTJE MOUND. 


Blue Mound, 111., Jan. 30.—The jury's 


verdict in the Westbrook case was a gen- 
uine surprise to the people of this com- 
munity. But very few if any persons 
expected more than manslaughter, and 
not a few believed Westbrook would be 
acquitted.

NOTE3. 


Several relatives of Westbrook arrived 


in the city this morning from Christian 
county, and called upon the prisoner at 
the CQUhty jail. There were two brothers 
and two sisters in the party. 


In arguing the motion for a new trial 


the counsel for the defense will endeavor 
to show that the court erred in admitting 
to the jury the alleged dying statement 
of Gross, claiming that the proof failed 
to show .that that statement was made at 
n time when Gross certaiuly believed that 
there was no hope of his recovery. The 
defense will also present affidavits, show- 
ing that Michael Cavanaugh, one of the 
jurymen, expressed a positive opinion as 
to the guilt of the defendant before his 
.examination as a juror. The general 
claim for a new trial is that the verdict is 
against the evidence. 


At the close of the Young Women's 


Temperance Union meeting held in the 
lecture room of the First M. E. church 
Sunday aftei^oon, A. F. Smith, of the 
Stare Sentinel, offered a resolution that 
Judge Smith be petitioned to grant 
Westbrook a new trial. 
There were 


about 300 people present and nearly 
everybody voted in favor of the resolu- 
tion without discussion. Mrs. MoDowall 
had closed her address when Mr. Smith 
presented the resolution. 


OBAFTOK DIDH'T HANG. 


• This is the second time in the history 
of Macon county that the extreme penal- 
ty of the law has been inflicted. Newton 
Crafton killed Ebenez«r Duff 
in a 


saloon at Taylorville in 1875. The case 
was brought to this county on a change 
of venue from Christian county. The 
case went to trial before Judge V. B. 
Smith on Monday Dec. 11, 1876. The 
jurymen accepted were John L. Ball, 
David Blalook, Virgil Devore, W. B. 
Jones, Benj. Oolvin, E. G. Cox,L.B. 
Stickel,J.O. Walker, D. F. Moody, C. 
Lookwood, W. W. Shockey, and A, C. 
Homer. The prosecution was conducted 
by State's Attorney McGaskill, of Chris- 
tian county, and Nelson & Eoby, of De- 
oatur. The attorneys for the defense 
were Hon. J. C. Bobinson, of Springfield, 
and Hon. A. B. Bunn, of Decatur. The 
widow and two children ot Duff were at 
the trial, as were also his two uncles. 
The jury was out 24 hours and brought 
in a verdict of guilty and death by hang- 
ing on Dec. 16,1876. The argument on 
the motion, tor a new trial was beard by 
Judge Smith and on Jan. 25, 1877, a new 
trial was granted. On June 5,1877, the 
case was continued tor trial to the 
August term because ot the absence ot 
four material witnesses. In August the 
case was again continued at defendant's 
oart.

tion the orange lined Confucian has wormed 
his way into our civilization, and the Cau- 
casian races aro reaching out their hands to 
t'uo Mongolians. 
It was in the fifties that our first relation 


with China began, but the Chinese embassy 
has loug since become a fixture at Washing- 
Ton, and President Cleveland and Emperor 
Kwang Su figuratively shako hands each 
Wow Year's. The mikado of Japan and our 
president como together through Kuki, the 
able Japanese minister, and now a third na- 
tion is added in the Corean embassy, which 
makes its first residence in Washington this 
month. Tho minister gave his credentials to 
the president last week, and the embassy is 
now a fixed fact.

servants. Then there is the American, who 
acts as the secretary of the legation. Ho is 
a doctor who comes from Ohio, and whose 
homo was Delaware. His name is H. N. 
Allen, mid ho is a tall, blonde whiskered 
young man, of not over CO, who went out to 
Corea, and, by his skill in medicine and his 
culture, made himself popular with the 
people. Ho instituted radical reforms in 
their hospitals, and ha is a man of ability. 


These Coreans' names are as follows; 
Pak Chung Yang, minister; Yi Wan 


Yong, secretary of legation; Yi Ha Yong, 
second secretary; Yi Sang Jay, third secre- 
tary; Yi Chan Yong, interpreter; Kung 
Chin He, private secretary to the minister; 
Yi Hyun Jay, secretary to tho first secretary, 
and three servants. 


But let me give their dress. 
Their gowns aro of silk, and not unlike 


those of tho Chinese. The sleeves are full 
and flowing, and tho front of tho gown seems 
to ho bellied out by a hoop. Their legs ore 
Bwathed in wuito cloths, aud their shoes look 
like those of tho Chinamen. They wear 
black hats, and they braid their long hair 
and wrap it on the top of the head. Over 
this thuro is lirst a sort of a skull cap, of 
Unoly woven open work of black silk, and 
above there Is a hat which looks as though it 
might have belonged to Oliver Cromwell, 
with a crown of a sugar loot shape, and the 
brim broad and stiff. This seams to set just 
on tho top of the head, and is several sizes 
too small for tho skull. AH married Coreans 
wear their 1ml r on the top of their heads, and 
boys lot tlieir braids fall down their backs, 
liku tlio braids o£ a school girl. These Co- 
rnans luivu whiskers, but they are very 
scanty, und their hair seems to grow only in 
the form of a. mustache and imperial. 


Tlie minister, Pak Chung Yang, is a One 


looking man, though not us tall as his secre- 
tary, lie is rich, and his blood is as blue al- 
most as any tliat flows in Corea. Ho has 
rice farms without number, and ho has been 
governor of a province. Some of his secre- 
taries nre also Mue blooded, and not a few of 
them talk ivmul iSnglisli. 


1'uk Cliu'v: Yang looks queer beside Presi- 


dent C'ii'vi--;;iu,i, and it was hard to realize, 
as Mm t>«' Miuo.l together atthoWhite House, 
thnt old Adam was tho father of both! 


Tito servants of those Corean3 aro more 


plainly ilrosml than their masters. Their 
clothes aro fray, and they do not wear those 
extravagant bats. I don't know how they 
we paid, but labor in Corea is cheap, and the 
coolies aiv many. 


OX PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE. 


There are many curious things in Corea. 


The information I here give does not come 
from Dr. Allen, but a traveler, who tells me 
that tho Corean houses are overrun with 
rots, and he says that his sleep -was broken 
during his whole residence there by the rats 
running over the paper above his head. The 
ceilings of the rooms are often made of thick 
paper, and this is put on with rice paste. 
Cheese is not plentiful in Corea, aad the rats 
are driven to tlio eating of rice. They chew 
at this paste, and when one is asleep this 
gnawing on. the tight paper makes a noise 
like the scratching of a drum. The Coreans 
are 
very superstitious, and they some- 


times write characters on their ceil- 
ings, 
warning the rats away! 
They 


are afraid of 
snakes, and there is a 
story that o man who once poisoned » 
snake had his whole family eaten by the 
mato of the dead reptile. And so the snakes 
aro allowed the liberty of tho Corean houses, 
and they Ifehtthe rate, and the two serve as 
antidotes to each other. 
• 


The Corean .women are not averse to false 


hair, and they dress, I am told, in trousers, 
with the legs cut wider than those of the 
most extreme dude. 
These trousers are 


broadfal.3, and their legs ore not divided 
until they roach the knees. They are fast- 
ened iu at tho ankles, like those of a zouave, 
and over tho whole the fair women draw a. 
short skirt and jacket. The women of Corea 
are fair, so they say, and a man of wealth 
has his concubines as well as his wives. Both 
women and men smoke iu Corea, and no 
Corean women will ever be brought by a 
minister to America. 


These Coreaus aro thirsty fellows, and I 


saw two of them drinking together the other 
day. They handle the cup like Americans, 
anil the water gugles in the same way as it 
runs down their throats I They have ad- 
vanced ways of eating, and nse tho fork and 
the knife like a society man, and finish their 
meals by dipping their hands in the finger 
bowls and wiping their lips with their nap- 
kins. 
Tho Coreans at 'Washington have nothing 


to do with tho Chinese legation. They are 
an independent embassy, and they do not 
hc'i-B recognize any allegiance to China. 
Corea now pays, I think, a tribute to China, 
but its people "are animated with a desire for 
Independence, and they may, in time, throw 
off tho Chinese yoke. They are full of the 
spirit of progress, and their intellectual char- 
acter is as strong as that of any of the Mon- 
golian nations. There was a time in the past 
when Corea was far in advance of Japan in 
culture and art, and the Japanese learned 
their first work in fine pottery from the 
Coreans.

•nd tl-.oy swing their arms as they wall: 
when t!u.y hurry, and their leisurely stride 
partnl.i.'s of a .vnihlle. They seemed to ad- 
nriiv the I'resl) young American girls, and it 
muet liavo lookol strange to them to e«e 
njore women than men walking on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. The Corean women, whether 
married or not, aro kept -within walls, and 
these almond eyed nobles cannot understand

Corea is one of tho oldest countries on the 


face of tho globe, and for ten centuries it has 
been the battle ground of China and Japan. In 
the Seventh century a Chinese iu-ray invaded 
Corea, anil each new king who now sits on 
the Corean throne lias to get the sanction of 
tho Chinese emperor. 


The result, of -the tribute paid to' China is 


that taxation is high, and that the tanners 
have to givo a large part of their crops to 
the government. If they raise a big crop, 
the government comes in and takes the lion's 
share, and tho result is that they are now 
raising only what they need. Government 
officials aro paid largely by a percentage of 
their collections, and this tends to increase 
the burdens of taxation. 


How big is Corea? 
Well, its area is 82,000 square miles, and it 


is not any bigger than Kansas. It has, how- 
ever, 12,000,000 people, and nearly all the 
common people can read and write- the 
Corean language. Tho learning of the people, 
however, is the. learning of China, and the 
Chinese system of writing is used. A large 
part of tho country is mountainous, and the 
cultivated farms are not many. The soil 
produces rice, millet, beans and jute, and the 
chief trade of the country is dons with the 
nations surrounding it. 


Tho Corean ruler is a king, ami his name 


is Li Hi. He gets his throne by descent, aud 
he has almost absolute power. 


Both China and Japan look down on Corea, 


and neither Knki cor Chang Yen Hoon will 
give Pak Chung Yang precedence at state 
dinners or receptions. 
China, with' its 400,000,000 population, has 


moro than thirty times as many people as 
Corea, and its people are many times as 
wealthy. The area of China and its terri- 
tories is nearly 1,800,000 square miles. Japan, 
the country of islands, has only 143,000 square 
miles, but its population is about 38,000,000, 
and its people are rich and powerful. 


Still. Corea deserves recognition by the 
United States government. \V« are a people 
of progress, we believe, in aiding till civiliza- 
tion and we cannot deny to Corea what we 
have given to China and Japan.'
